ARCHBISHOP GLENNON 'S 
INTERVIEW IN IRELAND 


Your Government Is Fénction- 
ing; We Know It Is Going to 
Stand,’ He Said on Visit 

There. 


A copy of an interview with 


Archbishop Glennon of St. Louls, 
published July 17 in the Derry 
Journal, an Irish daily newspaper, 
has been received in St. Louls. Be- 
sides biographical paragraphs, the 
article is as follows: 

‘“*? congratulate the country up- 
on the appearance of stability that 
marks your Government, and I am 
quite optimistic about the future,’ 
said Most Rev. Dr. Glennon, Arch- 
bishop of St. Louis, a native of 
County Meath, in the course of an 
interview. His Grace is on a visit 
home, and was last in Ireland in 
1914. 

“Tt is no easy task,” he con- 
tinued, ‘to form a new Govern- 


ment, especially in Ireland, when | 


you consider that, with the with- 
drawal of the English troops and 
the disbanding of the R. I. C., Ire- 
land was left with no Government, 
inexperienced as the people were 
to create a Government anew. 

‘In America, for instance, 
where it is claimed there is great 
capacity for self-government, —it 
took from the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence in 1776 until 1789 before 
the Constitution was written, and 
even then it was incomplete until 
the bill of rights was added, where- 
as in Ireland after three years 
your Constitution is written, your 
Government is functionipg, and we 
know now it is going to stand. 

"In Ireland there exists, as In 
most countries, a struggle between 
what we might call the ideal and 
the practical. I believe that Ire- 
land's present immediate task is in 
her economic development, in her 
balancing her budget, and the con- 
tinued functioning of her Govern- 
ment as a progressive Government. 

Ideals and Debts. 

“ ‘Anyhow, it , will not interfere 
with the preservation of a nation’s 
ideal to set to work In paying the 
debts that press upon her. As one 
of your speakers. has said with a 
good deal of truth, you do not 
erect milestones of progress along a 
pathway strewn with ashes. 

*“"On the question of finance, his 
grace said: 

“"I would be quite possible for 
Ireland to float a large loan in the 
United States at a very moderate 
rate of interest. It appears to me, 
however, that such a step is not 
necessary, since there appears to 
be money enough in the Irish 
banks; and, furthermore, a loan 
raised at home, being subject to 
the laws of the country, can be 
made more serviceable to the coun- 
try from an economic standpoint. 

“In this, too, Ireland is to be 
congratulated, because she alone 
among the new nations is the only 
one who has not,been compelled to 
go outside to borrow.’ 

“Discussing the possibility of 
Irish-Americans investing money in 
this country, Dt. Glennon pointed 
out: ‘You must regard it largely 
on commercial lines. The senti- 
mental may enter somehow. but 
there has to be reasonable -prospect 
of a dividend; otherwise the Irish- 
American will abstain.’ 

Tourist Development. 


“Besides the industria] side,”’ 
said the Archbishop, “there was 
tourist development. If, as this 


development went along, Ireland 
was exploited from a scenic stand- 
point, ‘you will,’ he declader, ‘cer- 
tainly see an ever-increasing vol- 


ume of Irish-American visitors 
coming to Ireland.’

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—It 1s 
variously estimated that there are | 
between 3,000,000 and 5,000,000! 
radio receivers in operation in this 
country furnishing entertainment 
and instruction to from three to 
four members in a family. Prob- 
ably 3,000,000 are manufactured 
sets, the rest being assembled parts 
or home-made sets. Why were these 
manufactured receivers bought? 

In general, the question is an- 
swered by an owner interviewed in 
Brooklyn, who said: “Radio is the 
best amusement we ever had. Some- 
times we get tired of it, but it is 
onl¥ a night or two before we tune 
in again. We can’t let it alone.” 
Once a set is installed and tried out 
it'seems universal that it is in op- 
eration nearly every night. 

A recent survey of several sec- 
tions of the country, chiefly east 
of the Mississippi, shows some very 
interesting facts. Two-thirds of the 
people interviewed owned = sets, 
nearly 72 per cent of them being 
men. Ages varied from under 20 to 
71 years, the greatest number be- 
ing owned by people aged between 
21 and 30 years, 


Out of one group comprising 304 
non-owners, 53 per cent believed 
that initial prices were too high, 
while 24 per cent were waiting for 
a “perfect” set; others-gave vari- 
ous reasons, some believing recep- 
tion in the neighborhood was poor 
or that the use of an outside aerial 
Was prohibited.

| ' An Unequal Struggle 


While on the face of it tte battle seemed 
an equal one, in reality it was not.

In Kan- 
eas City recently the Burckhalter baby case, 
very similar to the Jerome case, Was decided 
this way. So, while the cispute was about to 
be- given to a Judge to decide Mrs. Grube! 
wavered in favor of a compromise. She did 
not wish to antagonize the Jeromes to the 
point where they would refuse to let her keep 
in touch with Betty Jane. 

“It had never been my intention,’ 
plained, “to permit Betty Jane to think I was 
her real mother. I was willing for her to 
know that I was only ber guardian, and |] 
wanted Jewell to have every right to visit and 
play with her daughter. I felt that when Bet- 
ty Jane grew up she could decide between us, 
if that became necessary.’

She placed Bardina Freeman—as Betty Jane 
was first christened—in a nursing home ir 
Kansas City and took work downtown. She 
made $16 a week and $8 of this she paid for 
the support of her child. Jewell Freeman 
was an orphan without close relatives, 60 she 
was obliged to face the problems alone. 

One day in 1923 Mrs. Frank C. Grube! of 
Kansas City, Kan., happened to visit the 
nursing home. She was attracted to little 
Petty Jane, blue-eyed and blond, and asked 
as to the circumstances of the mother.; The 
matron told her Jewell Freeman's story, 
mentioning the struggle she was having to 
keep her child. Mrs. Grubel asked to take

OR years scientific teachers of English have 

studied the beginnings of speech. It may be that 
the studies undertaken by Prof. Yerkes will help 
them solve the problem of why certain sounds are 
used to express certain emotions. 

For years students of man have sought to develop 
the respective forces of heredity and environment 
in relation to man’s character and his destiny. What 
was learned from Risiko may serve as a clew to dis- 
coveries upon which our future social science may be 
based. The end of these studies is not yet. It will 
not come until man understands— if he ever under- 
stands—the answer to the riddle of life itself. 

That is why the experiments to be undertaken at 
Johns Hopkins are so important that a quarter of a 
million dollars has been set aside for them, and whys 
the distinguished scientist who is to undertake them 
is pledged to spend 20 years of his life in his task. 
The ape matures and reproduces itself much more 
quickly than man. In 20 years a scientist can follow 
through the life processes of a monkey as far as 
could be followed through the generations of man 
tor 300 years.

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With Bow and Arrow 
In Darkest Africa :

Article IV. 


SIMSON’S CAMP, TANGANYIKA, British East 
Africa, April 3@.—Arthur Young and I are sitting 
in a blind near the Sironera River waiting for game, 
our long sharp arrows and strong graceful bows by 
our sides. This morning we are photographing 
game, and if chance presents a fair shot we will take 
it with the bow. While we wait I write this note. 
(Two days ago a lion made a kill at this very place.) 

The past week has been a strenuous one for us 
with these lions. This completes our second week in 
Tanganyika and we have seen over 90 different 
lions. A game-hog with his battery of rifles could 
have killed fully a third of these noble beasts. We 
have shot I2. 

Of this number we have killed four with the bow 
and arrow and eight with the gun. These latter were 
lions that charged at close quarters after we had at- 
tempted to photograph them, or after we had shot at 
them with arrows. 

In some instances the charges have been terrific 
and the oncoming animal has been stopped at a few 
paces from our group. The gun on these occasions 
is a life-saving institution, but from an archer’s 
standpoint it is a confession of weakness, and as 
archers we hereby confess our utter incapacity to 
stop charging lions with our tackle. The part the 
gun man plays in the game we look upon as a neces- 
sary evil so far as we are concerned. In itself, it is, 
of course, a fair sport, but one so often told in Af- 
rican tales that there is no great novelty init. Any 
good game shot equipped with the requisite artillery 
can and does succeed at this lion business. 

To be charged by a galloping, grunting, deadly 
lion is exhilarating, especially when one has the 
feeling of security given by modern explosives and 
rifle perfection. You can stand as I do, and calmly 
snap the camera. 

But that is not the saga we would sing. That is an 
oft-told tale of the modern ‘‘mighty hunter.” We 
would sing of the bow, the weapon that gave man his 
first triumph over his predatory enemies and crowned 
his brow with laurels of victory in battle. 

In the bow and flying shaft man bturls his own soul 


at the mark. It is part of him, and when he strikes. 


he has fairly won his game. He calls on no magic 
from the clouds, no favors from the gods. 

But the bow has its limitations, otherwise modern 
ingenuity would not have sought mightier weapons. 
jut the limitations of the bow can be supplemented 
and greatly advanced by the use of allied primitive 
arms. We speak of the shield and the spear. These 
are the very things we want in our archaic pursuit of 
dangerous game. 


N THESE very plains where we today are as- 

saulting lions, two years ago Klein (for the 
movies) brought a small band of African natives, 
the Naudi. Ten of these men attacked and killed 
with their spears three charging lions. Absolutely 
nude except for their gorgeous headdress, armed. with 
a spear, a throwing knife and a buffalo-hide shield, 
they challenged and overcame one

one, fit for men and lions. In the absence of num- 
bers and experience among ourselves we shall call 
upon men of our own type of hunting and as soon as 
possible do the complete act, a contest of men armed 
only with primitive weapons and lions armed with 
tooth and claw. All other than this we shall count 
as failure. 

In all the ancient battles the archer was a deadly 
auxiliary of the army, but he always needed protec- 
tion from charging cavalry. For this defense spear- 
men, trenches, shields and pikes were used. "Twas 
ever thus. But the arrows won most battles in me- 
dieval times. The arrow is adequate to slay the 
king of beasts, this we know now from our Own ex- 
perience. More than this, where the shaft can be 
placed in a lion, it distracts his attention frum the 
hunter to the arrow.sg He fights this and thus per- 
mits another shot, and it delays the charge till death 
overtakes him. 


HAVE on an undeveloped film there in my knap- 

sack a picture of a great lion rearing, rampant, 
and striking with his heavy-muscled arm vainly at 
my white arrow in his forehead. In that very atti- 
tude my companion, Arthur Young, shooting at 65 
yards, drove another arrow in his heart and killed 
him. 

This lion is our last, slain with a bow—last of 
four. He was brought to bay in the long grass of the 
veldt and lay, lashing his tail and muttering threats, 
some 65 yards off. 

This is good shooting range for our bows. The 
heavy hunting arrows travel nearly “point blank’ at 
this distance. So we started in on him. After a 
flight or two we had his distance and began hitting 
him. As he was struck by one arrow, then another, 
he lunged at the offending shaft and ground it in his 
teeth—he even bounded out a short way to seize 
and destroy them. Later, when he was dead, we 
found the feathered ends of two in his throat where 
he had tried to swallow them. 

This particular animal was not only struck in the 
head and heart, but a deep, penetrating wound 
through the liver and blood vessels of the abdomen 
flooded his body with blood and would also have 
been fatal. 

He died an archer’s trophy, nearly 400 pounds in 
weight and nine feet in length.

LOOD ran in the streets of Teheran. The Shah 

opened a fire of musketry upon the House of 
Parliament on the morning of June 23, 1908. Big 
guns were used and then the Cossacks. Thousands 
were butchered. Rapine and pillage followed. The 
artillery was turned on the houses of those whom 
Mohammed Ali Mirza called his enemies. Anarchy was 
complete. Then the upheaval. The Nationalists rose 
and seized the Government. The Shah abdicated and 
Ahmed Mirza, his 11-year-old son, was put in his 
place upon the Peacock throne. 

And somehow—how he himself scarcely knew—in 
that upheaval the groom from the Shah-in-Shah's 
stables found himself out of rags and into a uni- 
form. He was a keeper, an attendant, at the palace 
door. And there he stayed, proud as the peacock 
itself, of his uniform and his position, until there 
came the war. The doorkeeper became a Cossack. 
Raised in the stable, he could ride anything. He was 
obedient and a daredevil. Belief in “kismet” robbed 
him of fear. So tbat by the end of the war be had 
risen to be a junior officer. That was a commonplace 
of war-time achievement, 

The flame and hate of war died down. Major— 
General Sir Edmund Ironside, in command of the 
British forces in Northwest Persia, looked around for 
someone to organize the rabble of the Persian army 
into a body of efficient soldiers. His choice fell on 
the handsome junior officer who had been a groom 
in the stables of the Shah. 

The Cossack now became Reza Khan. The man 
had military genius and indomitable will. He found 
himself the chieftain of many thousands of i]1-trained 
soldiers. He picked his subordinates. He got ex- 
pert drillmasters. Within a year he was head of a 
real army, more powerful than any Minister of the 
Shah. In 1922 he was master of the situation. | 
Within a few months Shah Ahmed Mirza left Tehe- | 
ran to visit Europe. He hasn’t dared to go back ° 
since. 

Now Reea Khan has an army of 40,000 soldiers— 
and they all of them are glorified tax collectors. He 
needs more money, for more men, to get more power. 
Aird he hasn't the power as a mere Minister to get 
the. money. That is why he conceived the idea of a 
republic. Then he would be President. 


fos moliahs, a religious body who traditionally 
are priests and Judges, feared a republic lest they 
lease their mudakhil—which is “graft.” These cler- 
icals organized a counter movement. 

March 21, last year—Persian New Year's Day— 
had been chosen for the coup d’etat. Religious fanat- 
icism was fanned toa fever.

The fever of fanaticism had flamed too high for 
safety. As its result Maj. imbrie, American Vice 
Consul at Teheran. was murdered by a mad religious 
mob when he sought to take a picture of a sacred 
place.

When the plot for the republic failed Reza Khan 
gent out a feeler. It was reported that by reason of 
the plot's failure the monarchists had carried off 
a coup and established a 2-year-old son of Shab 
Ahmed Mirza as his successor. The world accepted 
the rumor and paid no attention. There was bdo 
storm of protest either at home or abroad. 

And that opened the way this spring for the im- 
perative message sent from Teheran to the runaway 
Shah, who was delighting himself upon the Riviera. 

“I'll come,” answered Ahmed Mirza. And when 
he still delayed he proffered as a reason that his 
health*would not permit. 

Possibly be is right. In his European sojourn, by 
rigorous diet and strenuous exereise, he has reduced 
his weight from 230 pounds to 175. Physicians ad- 
vised that treatment, for his fat was unhealthy and 
premature. Perhaps a return to Persia would bring 
it back again. That may be what he fears.

So the newspaper wrote ‘‘Finis’’ to the tragedy of 
an innocent man, twice convicted of contemptible 
crimes because he happened to look like a notorious 
swindler. | 
William Thomas, alias John Smith, is dead. He 
did not long survive his rightful term of penal servi- 
tude. Adolph Beck is dead. Gold could not pay for 
his broken heart, could not make up to him for the 
years he spent in prison. He had lost his grip on 
life, and his grip on gold as weH, and he died penni- 
less, despite what England gave him. 
Sir Forrest Fulton has now joined them. 


—_ 


Epa SMITH, as he gave his name, was convicted 
at Old Bailey May 7, 1877, for swindling. His 
crime was most contemptible. His victims were 
those unfortunate outcasts, the women of London's 
streets. 

Striking up an acquaintance with one of them he 
would introduce himself as “Lord Willoughby.” He 
would talk of his beautiful home in St. John’s Wood. 
He would propose that the woman share that estab- 
lishment or accompany him—according to the sea- 
son—to the Riviera, to Switzerland, to Ostend, Paris 
or Venice. He would give her an order on Howell 
& James, fashionable costumers,*for her outfit. He 
would borrow a ring to make sure his jewelers would 
be able to fit her finger exactly in mounting some 
diamonds he was to have set for her. He would give 
her a check for perhaps a hundred dollars—‘‘just for 
pin money.”’ ; 

Then, usually, he would discover that his valet 
“forgot to place money in my pockets, Have you 
any loose change?’’ 

Thus far to the flattered woman “Lord Willough- 
by’’ was a fairy godfather. Put off her guard by the 
combination of his impetuous wooing and her won- 
derful good fortune; the poor victim usually intrust- 
ed him with every penny she might have. 


“Lord Willoughby” disappeared. The check, of 
course, was worthless. The order for clothing was 
dishonored. And the woman, if she ever saw her 
jewels again, found them im a pawnshop. 


There were three charges of this sort against John 
Smith as he stood in the dock at Old Bailey, May 7, 
1877. On two he was cenvicted and sentenced to five 
years’ hard labor at Portsmouth Prison, where, at 
his own request, he was entered on the records as a 
Jew. Pa 
Of his birthright in the Hebrew faith there was 
physical evidence, according to the report of the 
prison physician, but in making up the prison record 
of the man some clerk faile® to récord that fact— 
to the cost of Adolph Beck. 


Smith was released. He went to Australia. There 
he successfully posed and practiced—as a doctor. 
Thirteen years later he was back in England under 
the name of Augustus Wilhelm Meyer. Later, under 
another name—-as Dr. Marsh—he was runDing a jew-

police at the time were ignorant. 
‘ 


HEN came upon the scene the most remarkable 


‘“‘double” to a criminal that the history of police 
records show. 

He was Adolph Beck, a Norwegian, 55 years old, 
a sort of broker, who haunted the offices of Lendon 
financiers with an array of mining options and min- 
eral specimens from strange and inaccessible corners 
of all the world. He had started life as a ship 
broker’s clerk. He had sailed the seas. He had 
prospected for silver in Bolivia, for petroleum in 
Chile, for copper in Norway, for gold in South Africa. 
Once, by the sale of mining propertyNhe had made 
a $40,000 commission. Within a few years he had 
spent it all in a fruitless attempt to develop his Nor- 
way copper properties. He was poor, self-effacing, 
and in business relations punctiliously honorable. In 
the offices of the financiers he haunted the clerks 
facetiously referred to him as “The Shadow.”’ 


OLICE CONSTABLE EDWARDS, on the after- 
_ noon of Dec. 16, 1895, stood on duty by the clock 
near the corner of Vauxhall Bridge road and Victoria 
street. On the opposite corner a man and a woman 
were bitterly quarreling. The constable heard the 
woman’s voice rise in a tide of Billingsgate. He 
crossed the road and the woman, who was Ottilie 
Messonier, a creature of the streets, accused the man, 
who was Adolph Beck, of having stolen two watches 
from her on the pretext of having. them repaired. 


He had stopped her on the street, she said, with: 
“Pardon me, but aren’t you Lady Egerton?” and 
from that had introduced himself as ‘“‘Lord Willough- 
by.”” In the acquaintance which followed he had 
asked her to accompany him to the Riviera. He had 
given her a check for $200 for clothing. He had 
taken her ring to have it copied, and her two watches 
to have them repaired. 


All this, of course, Adolph Beck denied. He swore 
he had never seen the woman until that hour. 


Police Constable Edwards had heard of just such 
cases before. He sent for Daisy Grant, a victim. She 
identified Beck as having defrauded her under the 
name of Lord Willoughby. So did Kate Brakefield, 
another. By Jan. 30, 1896, not less than 10 women 
had sworn positively that Adolph Beck had swindled 
them after dazzling them -with a high-sounding

simply let the matter drop. And it 
did so. largely, it would seem, upon 
the recommendation of Sir Forrest 
Fulton, who spoke of the “overwhelm- 
ing evidence of identity’’ to whicn he 
had listened while on the bench, and who was in 
clined “to regard the South American alibi” with 
great suspicion. He was ready to admit, if physical 
proof should show it, that Smith and Beck were dif- 
ferent men, but he wrote in conclusion that he was 
far from sure whether the docter’s letter was “offi- 
cial or not.”’ and that “‘the crime was of such ’an ex- 
ceptionally cowardly, selfish and cruel nature it fully 


deserved the no doubt very severe sentence | passed 
upon him.”’ 

The Home Office decided to do nothing except or- 
der that Beck be given a new prison number, “so 
that his identity with John Smith should not be af- 
firmed.”’ 

Freed from prison, Adolph Beck started life's bat- 
tle again. He had come by about $3000 through the 
sale of some mining property. He hawked his miner- 
al samples from broker to broker in the London fi- 
nancial center. He was a wreck of a man, broken in 
spirit, with something of the whipped dog appearing 
tn his looks. 


V EANTIME, John Smith, after an adventure with 
i a worthless check, had disappeared to America. 
Ir was the spring of 1904 before he came again to 
London. 

It was in March, that year, that Pauline Scott, an- 
other of the frail sisterhood, compiained tq Scot- 
land Yard that “Lord, Willougiiby’’ had robbed her. 


Inspector Ward listened, thought of Adolph Beck, 
found that the former convict was in the habit of fre- 
quenting a restaurant in Oxford street and took the 
woman’ there. She failed to identify the mining brok- 
er a8 the man who had victimized her, but two weeks 
iater picked |:im out at the corner of Store street and 
Tottenham Court road, near which he lodged, as the 
thief. 

‘It's all a mistake, cried, in abject misery, 
when the woman accused him of taking her watch 
and ring. 

He was taken to Marylebone Police Court. There, 
next day, Rose Reece, Caroline Singé? and Grace 
Campbell identified him as one who had robbed them 
under the nanfe of ‘“‘Lord Willoughby.”’ Lilly King, 
another, picked him out from a group of prisoners. 
He was tried on June 20. 

Prison had whipped him. Adolph Beck cringed 
hefore the Court as a prisoner might before a jailer. 
Only once did he fling defiance at the law: 

“Before God, my Maker,” he cried, “I am absolute- 
ly innocent of every charge brought against me. I 
have not spoken to or seen any of these women be- 
fore the detectives sent them against me.” 


Efforts to delay the trial had been fruitless. The 
defense again sought to prove the three sets of crimes 
were the work of one man—a theory the State would 
quite willingly aecgpt. But Beck, now penniless, could 
not raise money to get witnesses to prove his “South 
America alibi.” 

Ofte after another the women took the stand and 
told their tale. Inspector Ward testified to the pris- 
oner’s arrest and the events leading up to it. Gurrin 
was on hand to swear to the Handwriting. 

Beck had begged his attorneys to set up the fact 
ot a “double” as his defense. It was so silly, so pre- 
posterous to legal ways of thinking, that the plan

On the evening of July 7 Inspector Kane of Scot- 
jand Yard paid a visit to the Tottenham Road Police 
Station He found there an elderly, well-dressed 
gentieman calling himself William Thomas, wo had 
that afternoon been_arrested while attempting to 
pawn two rings he had obtained from two sisters 
named Turner. He heard the story—it was striking- 
ly like that told in the two trials of Adolph Beck, at 
,which he had chanced to be present. 

He asked to see Thomas, and entered his cell. He 
saw at once a scar on the point of his right jaw—-a 
mark of identification which more than once had 
been referred to in the evidence against the mining 
man. 

“Could this,” he asked himself. with amazed eyes, 
“be the double of Adolph Beck, the mysterious per- 
sonage that man so often had said existed?’’

> ANE watched, and waited. His last doubt was 


removed when the so-called William Thomas was 
arraigned. In the evidemce against im ' Beulah 
Turner produced a letter. The handwriting was 


identical with that on the ch*#cks and notes produced 
in the trials of Beck, and before Beck, of John Smith. 
‘ Inspector Kane reported to Scotland Yard at once. 
Inspector Ward’ was sent to continue the investiga- 
tion. “Mr. Beck might easily have been mistaken 
for him.” he wrote ig his report on the prisoner. 

Moreover, physical examination showed that Wil- 
liam Thomas was the John Smith who lad been con- 
victed of just such crimes in 1877. 


Pauline Scott, Lilly King and Caroline Singer, who 
had so glibly sworn that Beck was the man who bad 
defrauded them, no sooner saw Thomas than they 
admitted their error and proclaimed him as the cul- 
prit. The women who had given evidence in Beexs 
first triad could not be found. The underworid of 
fondon had engulfed them. 


Gurrin. confronted by these facts, unhesitatingly 
acknowledged that he was wrong—-that Smith, not 
Beck, had written the documents upon which the 
Norwegiab was convicted. 

Twelve days after Smith’s arrest Adolph Beck 
was given a free pardon on all the counts against 
him. In an effort to recompense him for his suf- 
ferings and shame the British Government paid him 
$25,000. 

And Smith, convicted on the evidence of Violet 
and Beulah Turner and one, Nellie O'Neil, Was sen- 
tenced to five vears in prison.
